But in the main, 
I claim ft was a great human docu- 
ment. which will ‘n its operations 
bring great benefit, sot merely to Eu- 
rope, but te the humaa -ace thr..ugh-, 
out the world. 

What was the next task we haito 
set ourselves to? It was tire re-es- 
tablishment of national credit. rhe 
cost of the war was coloasal,; tne fig- 
ures so vast no one would “ave con- 
templated them bDefore the war, and 
I have seen able financiers in the 
middie of the war say: “This can- 
not go on and must come to an end 


in two or three months.” 


But it went on and expenditure 
mounted up. We spent, I think, over 
ten thousand millions more than the 
national revenue of this country for 
50 years. The debdt at the present 
moment is something fn the neich- 
borhood of eight thousand millions. 


Financial Position of Nation. 

Before the war we were the fi- 
nancial center of the world. This 
was the great market that brought 
us business and trade. The money 
we advanced to the Dominions, colo- 
nies and foreign countries was pa.d 
for in the goods we manufactured 
The interest which we paid was for 
our advantage given back to us in 
food and raw materials that we pur- 
chased from other coustries 

It was vital to our position that 
we should maintain our financial 
status. We had actually to borrow 
on a very large scale: we, the lead- 
ing country. had to sell our foreign 
securities. When the war was over 
it was a very serious position for 
the future of this country. 

What did we do? What we did do 
is not sufficiently understood. There 
were two courses open One was to 
follow that method that had been 
followed all over the continent of 
Europe. borrow and go on borrowing 
-—ycu «now that kind of concern— 
as long as it can keep on borrowing 
there an appearance of pros- 
peritr. 

You can spend as you go on bor- 
rowing You can keep iaxation 
down if you go on borrowing. bvt 
your credit gets lower and lower and 
lower, and in the end you are par- 
ing com pound interest. That 
worked out in figures, but in your 
financial position, in your trade po- 
sition. it becomes more and i_ore 
difficult to recover. 

Easy Course to Borrow. 

It was the easy course to go on 
borrowing: it was the popular course 
‘© gO On borrowing. If we had gone 
on borrowing there would have o«en 
less wnemployment for the time be- 
ing: there would hare been more vn- 
*mplorment two. three anid 
years hence, and nobody knows what 
would have happened.

It was brought home to us an‘ they 
knew immediately and all econ- 
omists were writing articles to the 
Daily Mail. 

Cutting down expense is a very dif- 
Scult task anda very unpopular 
one. We have done it, Dut dont you 
make any mistake, we have had no 
votes out of cutting down expendi- 
ture. 

What was the other course? Even 
'€ vou cut down expenditure to the 
lowest possibile limits, the war debt is 
so enormous, the costs of everything 
have gone up so much, that expendi- 
ture in this country is bound to be in- 
finitely greater than it was before the 
war. 

What does that mean’? Taxation 
is bound to be put on the country, 
whatever you do. Therefors. we had 
to do two things. We had to cut 
down expenditure ruthiessly, and we 
have cut ft, and in order to meet the 
balance to pay the interest on the 
debt we have put up taxation. also 
unpopular 

We are the only people in Europe 
who are completely balancing their 
budget by raising enough money. to 
meet our expenditure. It has been a 
great struggle. When we started we 
found the credit of this country very 
low. very low in comparison to what 
it was before the war 

“Dollar Great Difficulty.” 

One great difficulty was the dol- 
‘lar. We had to buy cotton from 
America. America received al! the 
gold in Europe. It was glutted with 
gold. America, therefore, is @ a 
very prosperous position. 

Before the war you sent to Ameri- 
ca to get $4.86 for your sovereign. If 
you had gone there after the war.

THE NEW ALLIANCE AND THE FUTURE. 

The solidifying triple alliance between Germany. 
Russia and Turkey is full of sinister significance. The 
logic of events since the treaty of Versailles has driv- 
en these Powers inevitably to a common cause. There- 
fore, it is ne surprise when Arnot Dosch. Fieurot, 
Post-Dispatch correspondent, writes from Berlin that 
the alliance has become a reality, that it is written 
on parchment as between Germany.and Russia, and 
that the success of the Kemalist cause has made the 
te party to the understanding. 

What is anything but assuring. The 
reparations situation lingering series of crises. 
Great Britain and France are in disagreement on a 
‘moratorium. There is a belief now that Great Britain 
will abandon France to do her own collecting and that 
France wil) seize the Rhineland as security until her 
(laims are paid.

This concise. but doleful, statement of the case by 
the Topeka Capital is especially interesting. The 
editor of that paper is Arthur Capper. Senator fron 
Kansas, who succeeded former Senator Kenron of 
lowa as chairman of the Senate's agricultural bloc or 
the latters retirement to accept a Federal judgeship 
The statement was made a couple of weeks ago. Since 
then the grain market has improved.

What has caused this advance’ 
McCumber tariff? Farmers will doubtless be told sc 
from the stump. But at the time Senator Capper’s 
paper was complaining of the price of wheat fn com 
parison with steel rails the emergency tariff. enacted 
primarily to advance the price of wheat. had been 
operating for more than a rear, without benefit to the 
farmer. By what peculiar virtue. then, has the per- 
manent tariff law so quickly brought about results 
which the emergency tariff law failed utterly to de 
liver’ That is a logical and pertinent questior 
which the farmer should ask. If be asks, how wil! 
the high protectionist answer it’ 

if the high protectionists who rushed through th: 
emergency tariff and supported the present tariff la» 
were candid they would acknowledge that the present 
tariff law has had nothing to do with advancing the 
price of wheat. The explanation is found in world 
conditions, as reported in the market pages. iIm- 
porting countries are short of all grain. European re 
quirements of wheat will be larger due to the poor 
quality of this rear’s yield. Hence the “bullish move 
ment that swept prices up rapidkr.” 

Tariff or no tariff, the American farmer competes 
with the world. The Liverpool market. not the tarif* 
law, determines the price of the American farmer's 
wheat and of many other food products.

Men Not Born Egqzual. 

“Of all fallacies there never was 
one more deadly than the delusion 
that all men are born equal. The 
tron law of inequality is everywhere 
obvious in nature. No two dogs are 
precisely alike. Still less are two 
chimpanzees alike, and men—at the 
top of the scale—are more different 
and more differentiated than any of 
the forme of life. 

“Tf we are to be cleansed as a 
|/race. we must first of ali purge our- 
selves of the cerms of disease. The 
present state of affairs is frichtful 
The habitual criminal. the epileptic, 
the feeb'e-minded, the potent if not 
actual Tunatic, the congenitally deaf, 
dumb and blind. the degenerate, the 
sufferers from transmissible disease 
—al’ are permitted to breed freely 
ard promiscousiy, save in a few 
states that have primary eugenics 
laws. Statistics showing the number 
of insane. criminal and afflicted de- 
ecerdants tasuing from one common 
ancestor are perfectly appalling and 
almost unbelMevable except to those 
who are familiar with the condition. 
To cite one case: 

“From one lazy vagabond nick- 
named ‘Juke,” born in rural New 
Fork in 1720. have ‘een traced s'x 
generations. numbering about 1200 
persons of every grade of idleness. 
viciousness, lewdness, pauperism, di- 
sease, idiocy. tnsanity and crimina!- 
ity. More than half the women rei 
into prostitution, 130 were convicted 
crfminals, seven were murderers, 6° 
were thieves, 310 were professiona! 
paupers, 440 were wrecked Dy disease 
and only 20 learned a trade, 10 of 
these tn States’ prisons. 

“Against this take the case of the 
posterity of the fine old Puritan, 
Jonathan Edwards, with an array of 
Geecendents numbering. itn 1900.. 
1394 persons, of whom 1235 were co!- 
lege graduates, 13 college presidents. 
65 college professors, one vice-pres!- 
dent, three United States Senators. 60 
prominent authors, 18 edifors. sever- 
al Governors and Congressman. and 
not one ever copicted of a crime.”

“In 
fact. Galton’s researches showed, in 
England, that the son of a distin- 
guished Judge had about one chance 
tn four of becoming himself distin- 
guished, while the son of a man 
picked at*random from the genera!

4000 of becoming similarly distin-

There- 
fore. the heriditary factor apparent- 
ly was the determining one. And 
these are but a few of many tests. 

Here he injected another emphatic 
request: “Do not undestand that 
eugenics would base its restrictions 
upon social or financial success. I 
realize that.there is frequently better 
blood. better racial qualities in the 
veins of a starving professor, an uU"- 
/derpaid journalist. or an unknown 
but ingenious mechanic. than In 
¢hose of the dolt who has made & 
prefitable guess on the stock mar- 
vet. or In those of some defective 
who has inherited a millicn from 
his uncle. Pscychology will be able 
to devise tests which wil! determine, 
not only the active intelligence of 
men. but their innate capacities and 
talents as well. Tpor such tests will 

fecrease be based.” 

But. it was suerested. what was 
the use of breedirg good men and 
women when poverty and similar 
burdens prevented so many cf them 
from ever realizing their powers? 
Was it not more tmportant to cor- 
rect the social and economic fnjus- 
tices that held down? In 
other words, to give the “mute, in- 
giortous Miitons” their chance” 

“That can wait.” was the simple 
rejoinder. “Heartless as it may 
sound, it ts. in a way, a very good 
thing. The only rital question ts 
that of race preservation. and the 
greatest danger—as you may not 
know—tIies in the fact that when 
people get to the top of the social 
and financial heap, they stop breed- 
ing. I shan’t ®o into the causes. 
which are several; but the fact re- | 
mains. Therefore. the Iinjustid@s 
which keep good men down have a 
value—the very distinct value ‘of 
keeping them at the good work of 
breeding. The large family of the 
poor man and the small ‘family of 
the rich men are not fancies, they 
are facts borne out by biological sta- 
tistics, and tragic facts they are, too.. 

“And there you have the two,great 
problems of eugenics: First, to 
check the breeding of inferiors; and 
second, to stimulate the breeding of 
superiors. We have shamefully 
wasted the greatest opportunity in 
human history. Coldnial America 
had the richest racial endowment of 
all time, not excepting Athens. It 
was almost pure Nordic stock. In 
our mad altruism we opened our. 
gates to Europe and parts of Asia. 
Today the  bilue-ered. long-headed | 
Nordics compose less than half our 
population. They are not holding 
their own with the swarthy Mediter- 
raneans and the square-headed Al- 
pines. and we have even permitted a 
vast inflow of stocks with Mon- 
goloid traces. 

“There is only one law in the 
crossing of races. and that its, that 
the later. more highly specialized. 
and hence more unstable race ts the 
one whose characteristics are can- 
celled out. Interbreeding tis quite 
fata! to Nordic stock—the latest and 
most highly specialized of all the hu- 
man races.” 

“Meiting Pot” a Fiction. 

Then Stoddard hadn't much faith 
In the potency of “the melting pot.” 

“It is a very g00d figure of 
speech, I suppose. when used in po- 
etry er in political speeches, but it 
has no existence in the field of 
biology.” he answered scathingly. 
“Races do not fuse: the more pre- 
potent cancels the other out. The 
more prepotent is the onq, which 
is older and more generalized. Of 
human races, the negroid ts probably 
the oldest; that to say, [ts type 
was fixed, or ‘set,” at an earlier pe- 
riod than the fixing of any other 
type. The Nordic, as I have said, is 
the latest, and hence the weakest or 
least potent in crossing. 

“Of course, I don't mean to say 
that, in cases of Nrterbreeding. all 
the characteristics of the higher 
type are lost. The mulatto and the 
half-breed are familiar spectmens. 
What happens is, that the igher.

There are wood colors, certain 
tones that are more or less universa!l- 
ly favored, but there are many oth- 
ers that appeal and seem beautiful 
to one, perhaps, but are not admirod | 
by another. 
differ, consequently the physical ele- 
ments of beauty that appeal to one 
may not appeal to another. It is be- 
cause of this fact that there is a 
great diversity in furniture, both in 
design and in color. 

Taking color tone, for some simple 
analysis on this point, we find that 
mahogany is almost universally ad- 
mired in the United States and even 
in Burope, but when we go South 
among the Mexicans, where we might 
expect the red color to appeal, be- 
cause they show a general disposi- 
tion toward gaudy colors, we find 
that instead of this, it is our wainut 
and oak, and more particularly the 
dark, restful colors or black walnut 
that appeal.

_ Allie Nolan Vance, the girl ac- 
cuser, is now living in Louisville. 
1aVing left her home here soon aft 
er she herself had been cleared of 
any part in the murder of her fath- 
er, in which she had been accused. 
She was in the house on the farm in 
this county the night her father was 
assassinated. She was held in cus- 
tedy while an inquiry was conducted 
and now she tells of having kept her 
secret for more than a year before 
she gave the testimony that has re- 
sulted in the charge of murder being 
piaced against her mother and step- 
father by the Nelson County grand 
jury. 

The outstanding points of the story 
told by the girl are that on the eve- 
ning before the murder. about sun- 
down, her mother came to the house 
from the cornfield and told her that 
ehe had “seen Joe.” meaning Lind- 
say. That night the girl was awak- 
ened by the report of the gun when 
her father was slain. She was tying 
on the bed, but had her clothes: on. 
she said She asserted she. did not 
rise nor make any investigation as to 
why the shot was fired 

About half an hour later, she told 
the jury. Mrs. Lindsay came to her 
door. Mrs. Lindsay. then Mrs. Vance, 
was in her night gown. the daughter 
said. She was not excited and did 
not show any concern. 

Says Mother Threatened Her. 

“Joe and I have done it.” she said, 
according to Allie Vance’s story. The

THREE NOTABLE INSTANCES. 

In 1876 Governor Hayes, the Re- 
publican candidate for Presi:lent, , 
was elected by one majority in the 
electoral college and that one ma- 
jority was made up of electoral 
votes given to the Republican can- 
didates by the decisions of the elec- 
toral commission, every important 
question being decided by a vote of 
eight to seven. The Democratic car- 
didate had a popular plurality of 
something like a quarter of a mil- 
lion, and yet, as the Republican can- 
didate had secured an electoral ma- 
jority according to the Constitution, 
the Democrats acquiesced. 

Eight years lated, President Cleve- 
land was elected by a narrow mar- 
gin, the vote of the State of New 
York being necessary to his success, 
and New York went Democratic by 
less than 1200 votes. It was a nar- 
row margin, and yet the Republi- 
cang acquiesced and turned the Gov- 
ernment over to the Democrats for 
the first time after the war. 

In 1916, Woodrow Wilson was re- 
elected by a narrow margin in the 
electoral college, although he ad 
a popular plurality of about 500,000.

The vote tn the electoral college was 


so close that the vote of California 
Was necessary to the success of the 
Democratic candidate, and it will 
be remembered that the final result 
of California’s vote was not an- 
nounced for several days after the 
election. As a matter of fact, the 
Republicans were so sure that they 
had won, that they did considerable 
celebrating on the night of the elec- 
tion; the Democrats celebrated when 
completed returny showed that 
President Wilson had carried Cali- 
fornia by a small majority.

that two-thirds of the population of 
the United States live in dry districts.

The enactment of this long-looked- 
for  legisiation will benefit. all 
branches of radio, but officials of 
the Department of Commerce say 
that it will not entirely eliminate in- 
terference in broadcasting. There 
are some features in connection with 
radio which cannot be corrected by 
legislation, it is pointed out by ex- 
perts of the Government, such as the 
mastering of one’s own set. 

Even if there were enough waves 
to give each station an = exclugive 
band, and there are not nearly 
enough, interference would still be 


encountered or at least reported by 


fans endeavoring to receive the news 
and entertainment offered by 5642 
stations, many of them jin one com- 
munity. This would be so because 
many receiving sets are not capable 
of fine adjustment and cannot be 
properly tuned to a specified wave 
length. 

In spite of possessing 
sets, many enthtustasts are not able

Wew York airplane designer explains the astonishing 
flights of motorless planes—How they are supported 
by wind currents and by the peculiar properties of 
surfaces moving through air—The birds have known 
these things for a long time, and now men are finding 
them out.

WHERYBODY knows that the giider, or 

“sail-piame’’—as the Germans say—is the 

latest sage in aeronautics, but just what 

these motoriess airplanes aloft for 

periods is the subject of much pop- 

glar cemjecture. Now the recent world's 

gecord fer giiders, made by the German, 

Hentzen. in his “Vampire,” a flight of three hours and

Vincent J. Buranelli, designer and constructor of 
airplanes, who, himself, has taken part in Many 
gliding experiments, makes the following explanation 
for Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine readers.

“This thick-wing principle is utilized more and 
more in the gliders.

The 
record-making “Vamptre,’ too, is a thick-wing type. 
In my opinion the best results will be obtained with 
this design.

having died, left an estate appraised at about 2.500.000.-

OMETHING like 300,000 

or 400,000 years ago a 

native son of what mod- 

erns call Southern Cal- 

ifornia got caught in 

the sticksand—-no, it 

wasn't quicksand—and died a most 
miserable death. It was an ignominious exit 
for old Sabre-Tooth, who was proud of his 
prowess. He hated to die that way, and he 
set up a great roar that probably was heard 
from San Diego to San Berdoo. 

There was no help for the native son. He was one 
of the strongest fellows and quite the most ferocious 
fighter of his era, the Pleistocene age; yet he could 
not .scape from the clutches of the sticksand. It was 
his thirst for blood that got him into such a scrape. 
Other natives of his region had got stuck in the stick- 
sand. and old Sabre-Tooth was expecting a juicy dinner 
on their flesh, with their blood as a chaser, when he 
leaped into the sticksand pit. His two great front paws 
stuck fast. Then down came his huge hind feet, with 
similar result. Sabre-Tooth tried to withdraw one 


paw with which to strike down the struggling. animal 


nearest him. The paw wouldn't budge. He tried the 
other paw, only to find that it had sunk deeper in the 
heavy muck. 

Sabre-Tooth had a tail half as long as his seven-foot 
body. It was a tail like a heavy whip, and he began 
thrashing it angrily around. Suddenly it ceased to 
thrash—it had caught in the sticksand. Only his neck 
and head had free movement left. He was angrier than 
ever before. He arched his sinewed neck and savagely 
plunged his long tusks into the sticksand. For a while 
he rent and tore the muck with those terrible seven- 
inch tusks, exerting all the strength of his great body. 
Being held firmly by his four feet, he had a tremendous 
leverage against his unexpected and inexplicable foe. 
As he tore and rent he roared; and even his roar failed 
him, sinking down at last into a series of moans and 
gurgles, for it was not long until his tus*s caught and 
stuck fast in the sticksand and he became utterly help- 
less. Gradually he sank down into the imprisoning 
mire and finally starved to death, with plenty of flesh- 
and-blood food just beyond his reach. 

In the course of ages poor: old Sabre-Tooth and all 
the other animals of his era who perished in the stick- 
sand pits were buried deep under drifted dust and 
sand. About 50 years ago a comparatively new breed 
of animals inhabiting Southern California, known as 
the human race, discovered the grave of Sabre-Tooth 
and his friends and enemies; for many ethers of his 
own species as well as those upon whom he preyed 
had suffered his fate. The men called the sticksand 
area the Labrea pits. They began exploring them, ex- 
cavating ancient bones. For years this work went 
on, until 1915, when all the bones of the extinct species 
of beasts had been removed. — 

Now, in the latter part of this year A. D. 1922, the 
s*eleton of Sabre-Tooth, hero of this true tale of pre- 
historic days, has been assembled and set up—complete, 
not a bone missing—and is on exhibition at the museum 
in Exposition Park, Los Angeles. There he stands, 
seven feet long, more than three feet high, tail and 
tusks and all. His two upper canine teeth, or tusks, 
are seven inches long. He is regarded by paleontolo- 
gists as a most important figure, for his is the first 
complete skeleton of an individual sabre-tooth tiger to 
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Bones of a sabre-tooth tiger that lived 
000 years ago assembled and now on ex 
a Los Angeles museum—First complete 
of this ancient terror, with tusks seven i 
sorted laboriously out of great mass of 
from pits in Southern California where anism 
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be rescued anywhere in the world from the ancient 
past. 

J. W. Lytle, osteological preparator for the museum, 
is the man who has restored old Sabre-Tooth to the 
dignity of his own bones. For two years Mr. Lytle has 
worked unceasingly at his task. It was his business to 
discard from the great mass of bones recovered from 
the Labrea pits all parts not belonging to the one in- 
dividual beast whose skeleton in its entirety was the ob- 
ject of the effort. Prof. W. A. Bryan of the museum 
now announces that the preparator’s work has been 
thoroughly successful. This means t every bone 
used in the reconstruction of the ske belonged to 
one and the same animal. 

And now a word about the sticksand. Science de- 
clares that the Labrea pits once were great pools of 
sticky oil, filmed over with earth and sand, making 
a natural trap for any animal so incantious as to 
venture upon the surface. The pits are believed to 
have been formed by “blow-outs” of gas from the oil 
deposits below. Oil and sand gradually filled the 
craters to the level of the surrounding ground. Dust 
settled there, hiding the menace from unwary beasts. 
Animals of many kinds were caught and perished 
there. The bones reveal the fact that the sabre-tooth 
tiger perished more numerously than did any other 
species of beast, with the exception of the great wolf. 

The bones were preserved perfectly in the oily sand 
and asphaltum. Sabre-tooth tiger bones were found 
in all of the pits, which were widely separated. Prof. 
Eryan estimates that there is material now at Los 
Angeles for at least 25 additional skeletons similar to 
the one completed, and that more than 100 skeletons 
may be made up from bones of different individuals. 
These will be sorted and arranged for study and ex-

With specially de- 
veloped ears, the bat is acutely sensitive to the whirr 
of insect wings. The mosquito, always singing, fool- 
ishly betrays itself to the bat, which makes a swift 
dart and rids the world of one more pest. 


That the little velvet-winged hunter is a mighty con- 
@ueror can be proven by the analysis of guano taken 
from the bat roost. A ton of this substance contains 
three pounds of iron—an amazingly high percentage. 
It would require 4671 pounds of human blood to pro- 
duce such an amount of iron. It jis estimated that two 
tons of guano are ta*en every nine months from the 
average-sized bat roost. This representation of 9342 
pounds of blood gives a hint of the billions of malaria 
germs which have been destroyed, inc‘dentally. 

The rich fertilizer sells at from $190 to $409 a ton, 
so that the bat roost may easily become a self-support- 
ing ins itution while performing a great wor for pub- 
lic health.
